When a big 
shell 
explodes 
it 
creates a sudden and very great pres­ 
sure in the surrounding 
air. 
This 
pressure causes “shell shock” from 
which thousands of soldiers have suf­ 
fered during this war. Though there 
is not the slightest sign of a bruise 
or injury in any way, yet men have 
been 
completely 
incapacitated 
for 
months after a big shell had burst 
near them. 
Sometimes, indeed, the sudden air 
pressure has been so terrific that men 
have been killed outright from it, al­ 
though no portion of the shell has hit 
them. Others 
become 
temporarily 
deaf, dumb and blind. In nearly ev­ 
ery case, indeed, the eyesight is af­ 
fected and does not become normal 
until months after. 
There have been a number of cases 
too, w'here soldiers have lost their 
memory owing to shell shock, and 
are unable to recognize any of their 
friends, though they are normal in 
every other way. 
Doctors have not yet been able to 
explain how the shock actually af­ 
fects the body, though they state that 
the cure is chiefly a m atter of time, 
the body slowly coming back, as it 
were, to its normal state.— Boston 
Transcript.

Machine (inns. 


At the beginning of the war the 
Germans started with over 50,000 
machine guns many thousands more 
than the British and French had, and 
it was partly due to this wonderful 
weapon that the Germans were able 
to sweep forward at such a rate. Now 
both England and France have more 
machine guns than the Germans. 
The machine gun is really a kind 
of large rifle, which can 
fire 
ordi­ 
nary rifle bullets at the rate of 600 
rounds a minute. 
The cartridges are fastened on a 
belt, there usually being 250 rounds 
on each belt. Naturally, firing at such 
a rate, the barrel of the gun gets 
very hot, and to prevent it overheat­ 
ing it is surrounded by a special wa­ 
ter jacket containing seven and a half 
pints of water. 
To show howr necessary this water 
is, it may be mentioned that the wa­ 
ter is all boiled away after firing 
about 5,000 rounds! 
There are several disadvantages in 
the machine gun, though the advan­ 
tages far outweigh them. The steam 
caused by the w'ater boiling in the 
jacket reveals the “position of the gun 
for one thing, and for another the de­ 
vice consumes an enormous amount 
of ammunition. 
But the extraordinary 
and 
con­ 
centrated volume of fire that can be 
brought into play by machine guns 
makes an attack 
in face 
of 
them 
bound to fail, so long as the guns 
can be kept going.

UNABLE TO AGREE 


Augusta, Ga., Nov. 30.— After de­ 
liberating for more than eight hours 


without reaching a verdict, the fed­ 
eral jury trying Thomas E. Watson 


J j v sending allege dobseene matter 
through, the mails, was ordered at 
10:30 o’clock tonight to retire for 
t ie night. Earlier in the night the 
3 :ry reported to Judge Lambdin that 
it was “irreconeiliably apart and had 
made no progress in 
its 
delibera­ 
tions.” 
W atson’s case, which began Friday 
went to the jury at 2:28 o’clock this 
afternoon, the earlier part of the day 
having been taken up in closing argu­ 
ments and by the Judge’s charge to 
the jury. The prosecution succeeded 
in having the issue kept solely upon 
the grounds of Watsons responsibil­ 
ity for mailing the publications re­ 
ferred to in the indictment, and the 
question of whether or not the lan­ 
guage used wras obscene. 
Watson had stated in court that 
he did not wish to avoid responsi­ 
bility for mailing the publications, 
and in his charge Judge Lambdin so 
informed the jury, instructing them 
that the sole issue before them was 
whether or not the language used 
was obscene or otherwise objection­ 
able.
